WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. William 


Proxmire said today he has asked the 
Comptroller General to investigate the 
practice of military personnel being 
assigned as personal servants to some 
high-ranking military officers. 


"There is a grave misinterpretation of 


the American sense of equality here," 
Proxmire said. "We are not an 18th 
century European aristocracy and I see 
no reason why we should fund regal 
services." 


The Wisconsin Democrat said in a 


statement he has written Comptroller 
General Elmer B. Staats to request 
investigation of the statutory and 
budgetary justification for the practice. 


"There is evidence that enlisted men 


routinely are assigned to clean house, 
cook, act as butlers, do laundry, drive 
wives on errands, and work as bar- 
tenders at officia! and unofficial parties 
in the quarters of certain senior flag and 
general rank officers," Proxmire said. 


"This says two things clearly," Prox- 


mire said. "First, our military is pam- 
pered and soft. Second, it gives the lie to 
the Department of Defense statements 
that the military budget is rock bot- 
tom." 


Proxmire, chairman of the Joint 


•Economic Committee, said that the 
practice "carries with it the hint of 
racism. Most of the Navy stewards, for 
example, are either Philippine nationals 
or black U.S. servicemen."

New jury

LOS ANGELES (AP) -Arguing that 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
prejudiced jurors in the Pentagon 
Papers case, defense attorneys say they 
want a new jury before the appeal- 
delayed trial resumes. 


Attorneys for Daniel Ellsberg and 


Anthony Russo also say they plan to 
seek dismissal of espionage, conspiracy 
and theft charges because of "alleged 
governmental misconduct in connec- 
tion with this trial." 


The attorneys told the trial judge of 


their intentions Tuesday. 


U. S. District Court Judge Matt Byrne 


said he hoped to resume the trial Dec. 6. 


The U.S. Supreme Court refused last 


week to hear a defense appeal on a 
wiretapping issue that forced post- 
ponement of the case last August. 


Ellsberg, 41, and Russo, 35, both 


former Rand Corp. researchers, are 
accused of giving the news media top 
secret documents detailing origins of 
U.S. involvement in the Vietnam war. 


Defense attorney Leonard Boudin 


told Byrne if the trial proceeded, he 
would seek to have the j ury dismissed in 
favor of a new one. 


The defense cited comments made by 


Agnew on a nationally televised show 
Oct. 29 as prejudicial. 


Comparing the Pentagon Papers case 


to the Watergate incident involving 
bugging of Democratic national 
headquarters in Washington, D.C., Ag- 
new said in a transcript of the show: 


"If you are going to purloin 


documents, why is there a double stan- 
dard about purloining re-election 
documents and purloining the Pen- 
tagon Papers?" 


Boudin did not elaborate on his con- 


tention of governmental misconduct in 
the case, but he said he would file his 
dismissal motion by Nov. 28, the 
deadline set by Byrne for filing motions.

Peace talks resumed 
after visit with Suharto 


PARIS (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 


resumed his Vietnam peace talks with 
Hanoi's top negotiators today after an 
overnight trip to Brussels and an hour- 
long talk with President Suharto of 
Indonesia. 


President Nixon's security adviser 


and the North Vietnamese Politburo 
member, Le Due Tho went into the third 
meeting of their secret peace talks. 


Indonesia is one of four countries that 


have been asked to supervise the 
cease-fire Kissinger and Tho are trying 
to work out. Presumably the U.S. 
presidential adviser went to Brussels to 
discuss this with Suharto, who is on a 
tour of European capitals. 


Kissinger flew to Brussels Tuesday 


night after his second meeting with Tho. 
He returned to Paris in the middle of the 
morning. 


Kissinger and Tho met for more than 


four hours Tuesday at a suburban villa 
owned by the French Communist party. 


As usual there was no concrete in- 


formation on their discussions. But 
during one 15-minute break they could 
be seen walking together in the garden, 
conversing 
animatedly 
and 
oc- 


casionally laughing loudly. This jovial 
atmosphere aroused speculation that 
the talks were going well. 


Kissinger also took time out Tuesday 


to lunch with the beautiful blonde wife 
of banker Freddy Gushing, who is with 
Lehman Bros, in Paris. Friends said the 
Cushings have invited Kissinger to have 
Thanksgiving dinner with them, an 
indication that his talks with Tho may 
continue into the weekend. 


North Vietnam meanwhile sounded 


its daily blast with a "special com- 
munique" demanding that the United 
States halt its bombing and "sign with 
equal speed the peace agreement" Kis- 


singer and Tho worked out in Paris in 
October. 


South Vietnamese President Nguyen 


Van Thieu's senior adviser on national 
security, Nguyen Ph'u Due, left Saigon 
Tuesday night for Paris, presumably to 
put new pressure on Kissinger to hold 
out for a peace agreement conforming 
to Thieu's demands. 


The chief demands are for withdrawal 


of all North Vietnamese troops from 
South Vietnam, and safeguards to in- 
sure that a proposed council to arrange 
elections would not turn into a coalition 
government. 


There was speculation that Due 


would continue on to Washington as a 
special envoy from Thieu to President 
Nixon. 


The South Vietnamese are growing 


increasingly critical of Kissinger, and 
Thieu on Monday asked Nixon to 
receive an emissary who would clarify 
the Saigon government's position on 
the draft agreement.

A visit to Kennedy's grave at Arling- 


ton National Cemetery outside 
Washington on the anniversary has 
been anannual event for the Kennedy 
family. 


Its most prominent members, the late 


president's brother, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, DMass., and Jacqueline 
Onassis, were not expected to be present 
today, however. 


Edward Kennedy and his family are in 


West Germany and Mrs. Onassis has 
never joined the Kennedys to honor her 
late husband on the anniversary of his 
death. 


U.S. orders 
heavy raids 


SAIGON (AP) -The U.S. Command 


today announced the heaviest B52 at- 
tack of the war on North Vietnam and 
the loss of two smaller jets, including 
another one of its swing-wing Fills. 
Three of the crewmen are missing and 
one was rescued, the command said. 


The Fill was the fourth of the $15 


million planes lost since the controver- 
sial all-weather attack bomber returned 
to combat on Sept. 28. The command 
said it disappeared before dawn Tues- 
day while on a solo mission just above 
the demiiitanzed zone, and its two 
crewmen are missing. 


The U.S. Command also reported that 


a Marine F4 fighter-bomber was shot 
down in southern Laos Monday. It said 
one crewman was rescued and the other 
was missing. 


The loss of a third American plane 


was reported by the U.S. Embassy in 
Thailand, where most of the U.S. Air 
Force planes .flying against North Viet- 
nam are based. The Embassy said a C47 
crashed late Tuesday as it was landing 
at 
the Nakorn Phanom 
base in 


northeast Thailand, killing two of the 
crew and injuring eight others. 


Fifteen B52 missions were reported in 


North Vietnam below the 20th parallel 
during the 24-hour period ending at 
noon Wednesday, topping a previous 
high of 13 such missions during one 
24-hour period. 


While the U.S. Command would not 


disclose how many B52s made up each 
mission, other U.S. military sources said 


there were about 45 in all and they 
dropped more than 1,300 tons of 
explosives on the southern panhandle 
of North Vietnam. 


U.S. military sources said the B52 


attacks were unusually heavy to make 
up for the curtailment in fighter-bomber 
strikes due to the monsoon weather. 
The U.S. Command reported only 60 
such strikes Tuesday, the fifth succes- 
sive day the total has been 60 or less. 


The B52s are unaffected by the 


weather since they can fly as high as 
oo.uuo icct auu uiup then uurnDs bv 
radar. The U.S. Command said theiV 
targets were supply caches awaiting 
shipment into northern Laos and to 
North Vietnamese forces in South 
Vietnam just below the demilitarized 
zone. 


Meanwhile, heavy North Vietnamese 


resistance and torrential rains stalled 
South Vietnamese marines trying to 
push northward from Quang Tri City 
toward the DMZ to expand their territ- 
orial control prior to a cease-fire. The 
marines have advanced about five miles 
during the past week, and Quang Tri is 
19 miles below the DMZ. 


The Saigon command claimed that 


nearly 300 North Vietnamese troops 
had been killed by air, artillery and 
ground attack during the past three 
days in the central highlands 15 to 20 
miles southwest of Pleiku. Government 
casualties for the same period were 
reported officially as 15 killed and 62 
wounded, but they are believed to be 
higher. 


Verdicts voided 
for Chicago 7 


CHICAGO (AP) —Declaring that the 


trial judge took an "often antagonistic 
attitude toward the defense," a federal 
appeals court has overturned the con- 
viction of five antiwar activists in the 
case of the Chicago 7. 


The ruling Tuesday by the U.S. 7th 


Circuit Court of Appeals climaxed a 
controversial case which stems from 
street rioting during the week of the 
Democratic National Convention here 
in 1968. 


The five antiwar activists who were 


convicted two years ago cf inciting "the 
rioting were David T. Dellinger, 56; 
Rennard C. "Rennie" Davis, 32; Abbot 
"Abbie" Hoffman, 33; Jerry C. Rubin, 33; 
and Thomas E. Hayden, 32. 


They were sentenced to five years in 


prison and fined $5,000 each. 


- 
But the appeals court ruled that their 


constitutional rights may have been 
violated in the bitter four-month trial 
before U.S. District Court Judge Julius 
J. Hoffman. 


The appeals court ruled that the 


government could retry the defendants. 
But it added: "There is evidence in the 
record, which, if believed, and 
inferences favorable to the defendants 
drawn, would lead a jury to acquit." 


Two other defendants in the case, Lee 


Weiner, 33, and John R. Froines, 32, 
were were acquitted by the jury. All of 
the seven were acquitted of conspiring 
to incite the rioting. 


An eighth defendant, Black Panther 


leader Bobby Seale, was severed from 
the case because of outbursts in the 
courtroom and the government 
declined to bring him to trial again. 


The defense contended from the start 


that no conspiracy was involved. Abbie 
Hoffman often remarked, "How could 
we conspire to do anything? We 
couldn't even agree on lunch." 


The trial began Sept. 24, 1969. 
Before it ended there were insults, the 


gagging and binding in court of Seale, 
the stoic testimony of Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, the sarcastic comments of the 
judge, the theatrics of poet Allan Gins- 
berg, the insults by defense attorney 
William Kunstler and the obscenities 
and comedies staged by the defendants. 


By Feb. 18,1970, the jury of 10 women 


and two men —wean,- of the long trial 
during which they had been seques- 
tered in a Chicago hotel —convicted the 
five men of actually inciting rioting. 


Judge Hoffman immediately passed 


sentence. A few days before, after the 
jury had been sent to deliberate, he had 
imposed contempt sentences on all the 
defendants and their lawyers.

Sirhan parole hearing was scheduled for 
November 1975. 


Sirhan was sent to death row at San 


Quentin Prison in May 1969 for the 
gunshot slaying of Kennedy ;n June 
1968. But last Feb. 18, the California 
Supreme Court ruled capital punish- 
ment violated the state constitution and 
other prisoners was commuted au- 
tomatically to life imprisonment.

Sentence for 
Speck up to 
1,200 years 


"PEORIA, 111. (AP) -Richard Speck, 


who once said "The chair is a good way 
to straighten a fellow out," sat silently in 
the courtroom' as the judge sentenced 
him to serve up to 1,200 years in prison 
for the murders of eight nurses on 
Chicago's South Side. 


The scene Tuesday in the Peoria 


County Courthouse was similar to that 
of June 5, 1967, when Judge Herbert C. 
Paschen sentenced Speck to die in the 
electric chair for the slayings. 


"People deserve the chair when they 


kill somebody," Speck also was quoted 
by two physicians as saying during an 


Speck 


interview shortly after he was arrested 
for the July 14. 1966. massacre. 


The original execution order was put 


off pending a number of appeals. Then 
on June 29, the L'.S. Supreme Court 
declared the death penalty unconstitu- 
tional in most cases and the Illinois 
Supreme Court ordered a hearing to 
determine a new sentence for Speck. 


"Anybody who is opposed to capital 


punishment is silly." Speck had told the 
medical examiners, according to 
statements read into the trial record in a 
1967 hearing in Judge Paschen's 
rh?.mb':irs. 


•"How are you going to c o n t r o l 


people?" Speck said in the statements, 
which were not presented to the jury 
which convicted him April 15. 1967. 
"They deserve the chair when they kill 
somebody." 


On Tuesday. Judge R i c h a r d J. 


Fitzgerald of Cook County (Chicago) 
Circuit Court, presiding in the Peoria 
courtroom, said, "The only fair and just 
sentence in this case is one in which the 
defendant would be confined for life." 


He then sentenced Speck to 400 to 


1,200 years in prison; eight consecutive 
terms of 50 to 150 years in prison — one 
sentence for each death count. 


Speck, who toid a newsman he had 


anticipated "they're going to lower the 
boom on me," said he was promised a 
janitor's job in prison.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) - If an 11.2 per 


cent salary increase proposed for Wis- 
consin legislators isn't approved, the 
state may be in for "one of the shortest 
sessions on record" next year, a 
Republican said Tuesday. 


Rep. George Khcka of Wauwatosa 


said he believes there will be strong 
sentiment among his colleagues to wrap 
up state business quickly if salaries for 
the part-time jobs remain at $8,900 a 
year. 


"If we don't get that raise, this may be 


one of the shortest sessions on record," 
Khcka said. 


"A lot of legislators feel they're being 


caught in a financial squeeze," he ad- 
ded. "They feel the less time we spend 
here in Madison the less money we'll 
spend." 


An eight-member legislative com- 


mittee comprising political leaders of 
both houses meets Nov. 30 to decide 
whether to approve the proposed salary 
hike of SI,000 annually. 


In addition to S8,900"a year, legislators 


receive $20 per day for living expenses 
during sessions, plus 10 cents per mile 
travel expenses to and from the capital. 


While in session, legislators receive 


actual expense reimbursements while 
on official business, plus $40 per month 
for represented home county and $20 
per additional county within Senate 
districts, and $25 and" $15 per month, 
respectively, for Assembly districts. 


The state Personnel Board has 


unanimously rejected the proposed pay- 
hike. 


One of the reasons cited was that it 


would exceed the federal Pay Board's 
5.5 per cent guideline. 


Klicka said he believes the legislative

"Many people think we're making 


$15,000 to $30,000 a year at this job," he 
insisted.

BOSTON (AP) — Stripped by the 


courts of his claim to academic 
privilege. Harvard Prof. Samuel L. 
Popkin has been sent to jail for refusing 
to answer three grand jury questions 
about the release of the Pentagon 
Papers. 


The 30-year-old assistant professor of 


government, who enlisted the assis- 
tance of the president of Harvard 
University in a last-ditch court hearing, 
had been battling with the government 
and the Boston grand jury since August, 
1971. 


On Tuesday Judge W. Arthur Garrity 


denied motions by Popkin's attorneys, 
including Harvard President Derek C. 
Bok. to vacate a contemn! citation 
issued b\ Garrity March 29 in U.S. 
District Court. The judge also refused to 
suspend execution of the jail sentence. 


The Harvard researcher, whose un- 


successful appeals of the contempt 
order went as high as the U S Supreme 
Court, had surrendered to a U.S. 
marshal earlier in the da\ after the 1st 
Circuit Court of Appeals revoked bail 
and all earlier stays of the contempt 
sentence 


Under the contempt order Popkin 


was sentenced to jail for up to 18 months 
or until the grand jury's term expires 
Jan. 12. The sitting of the jury, however, 
can be extended. 


Judge Garnty said Popkin would be 


purged of the contempt charge and 
released if he signed an unconditional ' 
statement that he would answer the 
three disputed questions 


The grand jury has been sitting in 


Boston since the summer of 1971 to 
investigate the release of the once- 
secret Pentagon Papers study involving 
the origins of U.S. involvement in Viet- 
nam to the press Popkin was an as- 
sociate of Daniel Ellsberg, the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
researcher who acknowledged he had 
released copies of the study 


Popkin testified more than five hours 


before the grand jury on March 27, but 
refused to answer 14 questions. U.S. 
attorneys directing the investigation 
sought a contempt order which was 
granted two days later by Judge Garnty. 


Popkin's attorneys appealed the 


order, initially saying some of the grand 
jury questions may have been based on 
illegal wiretaps and finally claiming that 
answering the questions would force 
disclosure of the scholar's confidential 
sources 


The question of academic privilege 


under the First Amendment guarantee 
of free speech went to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which on Nov 10 denied 
Popkin's request for a stay of the con- 
tempt finding. 


The Court of Appeals in Boston, 


which had obtained assurances from 
the government attorneys that illegal 
wiretaps had not been used, then or- 
dered Popkin to answer three questions 
or go to jail 


The other 11 questions were either 


dropped by the federal attorneys or 
disallowed by the courts during the 
appeal process.

Steel price 
raises by 
Bethlehem 


NEW YORK (AP) -The nation's No.

Bethlehem Steel Corp. on Tuesday 


announced price hikes of from $6 to $25 
a ton on a variety of steel products, 
including heavy structural products 
used in the construction industry. The 
increase was equivalent to an across- 
the board price hike of about 1.8 per 
cent, Bethlehem said. 


U.S. Steel Corp., the nation's largest 


steel firm, had announced a series of 
similar price boosts last Friday. 
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to be equivalent to a 2.7 per cent across 
the board hike, but — like Bethlehem's 
— took the form of larger increases on 
selected products composing about 55 
per cent of the product line. 


Bethlehem raised prices of steel 


shapes, piling, plates, rails, bars, rods 
and tubular products. All of these 
increases, it said, had been approved 
under a blanket Price Commission 
authorization about a year ago and 
would take effect Jan. 1. 


Bethlehem also said it would apply to 


the Price Commission for permission to 
raise by 4 per cent the price of tin mills 
products, which make up a relatively 
small percentage of sales. These 
increases, if approved, would take effect 
next Feb. 16. 


Left untouched were the prices of 


sheet and strip products, which make up 
about 40 per cent of shipments industry 
wide, according to analysts. Bethlehem 
had said in October that it would hold 
the line of these prices at least through 
April. 


Bethlehem, however, concentrates 


more than other companies on struc- 
tural steel, used in heavy construction. 
One analyst said that Bethlehem had 
apparently executed a neat end-run by 
pledging to hold steady strip and sheet 
prices, thus forcing its chief competitor 
to raise structural steel prices — the 
very ones that would do Bethlehem the 
most good. 


The steel industry in general is trying 


to recover some of the added costs it has 
incurred as the result of an 8 per cent 
wage hike granted steelworkers in 
August.

Polyphosphate detergents which es- 


cape waste treatment plants are blamed 
for deteriorating the quality of rivers 
and lakes The ecology movement has 
encouraged detergent manufacturers 
to offer alkaline detergents to 
housewives as a substitute. 


But Krumbiegel said manufacturers, 


eager to pack power into their com- 
mercial suds, may endanger customers 
with skin burns from high levels of 
alkalies.

The General Services Administration 


published the regulations in the Federal 
Register of Oct. 5. They will become law 
after 60 days, or about Dec. 5, unless 
challenged. 


Blind and socially and economically 


deprived persons by law are given 
preference as operators of the stands 
and vending machines. A GSA spokes- 
man said the new restrictions will not be 
applied to the blind persons who 
presently operate 455 stands. 


But, he said, the new restrictions will 


apply to any new stand and to existing 
stands when they change hands. 


The GSA said the change is designed 


to ease the financial problems of 
cafeteria operators in federal buildings 
and GSA's problems in obtaining bids 
for the cafeterias. 


"Detailed studies ha\ e demonstrated 


that vending stands and machines 
which provide food and beverage in 
competition with a cafeteria facility 
cause higher prices, limited menu 
selections, inferior food quality, smaller 
portion sizes, and reduced efficiency in 
the cafeterias," the GSA said. 


The GSA said the new policy would 


insure "that federal employes who have 
a limited lunch period of usually 30 
minutes are provided high-quality and 
convenient basic food service, such as a 
cafeteria or restaurant, under sanitary 
and healthful conditions, in clean, at- 
tractive and pleasant surroundings at 
the most reasonable prices possible." 


One example of the problem, the GSA 


said, occurred when the concessionaire 
at the federal office building in Rich- 
mond, Va., quit, blaming his high losses 
on competition from a vending stand in 
the building. 


The proposed regulation would apply 


to all federally owned or leased property 
under GSA supervision.

Congress criticizing current practices 
and proposing changes. 


"The present system discourages and 


frustrates the newer members and those 
who fall short on seniority," he said. 
"We must infuse new blood and new 
ideas into our system if we are to regain 
public confidence." 


Gibbons, who led a reform movement 


that made slight inroads on the seniority 
system two years ago, also proposed to 
require confirmation of committee 
chairmen in each Congress by vote of all 
House Democrats. 


He called for opening more commit- 


tee legislative sessions to the public. 


With seven committee chairmen re- 


tiring or having been defeated, and a 
number of other senior members miss- 
ing from tb*» 93r<j Congr*>cc_ Gibbons is 
hoping his message will have appeal for 
the younger members less wedded to 
current procedures. 


Gibbons said the Democrats in 


Congress have a responsibility to 
prepare and pass a legislative program 
of their own instead of merely re- 
sponding to President Nixon's.

ment was unique because the effluent 
will be discharged into the Fox above 
the mill's intake pipe so that part of the 
discharge will be immediately taken 
back in for plant use. He said the 
amount of reuse would be greater dur- 
ing the low river level in the summer.

Improvements over the past 20 years, 
however, first reduced the discharge of 
oxygen-demanding wastes by 80 per 
cent and now cut solids going to the 
river by a similar amount, bringing the 
mill well within the state standards. 


Billings said the effluent would be 


slightly milky because of a small 
amount of suspended

removed but that it would not be toxic, 
not harmful to acquatic life and not 
oxygen-demanding as it has been in the 
past. 


A maze of pipes within the Kimberly 


mill channels waste water from five 
papermaking machines, the wood 
room, coating department and ground- 
wood area into a 36-inch diameter cen- 
tral main. Because the pipes in the old 
mill were often uncharted and almost 
inaccessible, cost for research and con- 
struction of the waste water collection 
system alone was almost $600,000, 
Loppnow said. 


Kimberly mill is one of the nation's 


largest manufacturers of coated print- 
ing papers. It employs 1,100 and has an 
annual payroll of $12 million. Daily 
production is 450 tons of paper and 80 
tons of groundwood pulp.

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Done County okays executive 


Dane County, which includes the capital city of Madison, is 


the second largest metropolitan county in Wisconsin, ranking 
only below Milwaukee. Because its principal economic base is 
government as exemplified in the numberless state and federal 
services domiciled there, as well as the huge main campus of the 
University of Wisconsin, the educational attainment of its body 
politic is substantially higher than that of the state as a whole. 


Thus there is occasion to note with some satisfaction that the 


Dane County electorate recently endorsed by a handsome 
margin a referendum proposition to create the office of elected 
county executive, a plan that was rejected when it was submit- 
ted originally about three years ago. 


and Milwaukee have already acknowledged the growing role of 
the county in modern society by establishing an executive 
system of county government, we may now surmise that the 
movement for county reform is making significant progress. 
Other counties, not yet prepared for such rapid change, are 
endorsing the general concept of centralized courthouse 
authority by way of an appointed administrator responsible to 
the county board. 


The movement has been slow. Caution here squares with 


Wisconsin tradition. When the state was organized and its 
constitutional law ratified, our political ancestors of a century 
and a quarter ago had a choice between the "strong" county 
system as best exemplified in the South, and the weaker 
structure of the county as developed in New England where the 
town was the major instrument of local service and policy 
making in early times. Because most of the early settlers in 
Wisconsin came from New York and New England, and virtually 
all of its early political leaders, the choice was natural. Our 
forefathers in the construction of a government here reflected 
what they knew, had experienced, and trusted. 


The county executive plan is not a panacea. Weak or in- 


different men may occupy these offices. But it is a risk that 
obtains in city hall and the state capitol also. This is a movement 
that has other aspects, as in the progress of the idea of county 
home rule that the state legislature is now considering. The 
county has a new role in the local government of today and the 
future. The change won't be rapid. It must be achieved with care. 
But there is forward motion, and it is one of the encouraging 
civic developments of the times. 


Poor countries grow poorer 


Reports from the United Nations Food and Agricultural 


Organization are depressing. 


Essentially the three reports show that the developing coun- 


tries of the world — otherwise known as the undeveloped, the 
underdeveloped, the poor, the unindustrial and former colonial 
territories, are not meeting their own" agricultural needs and 
there is no sign that they are going to in the foreseeable future. 
More than that, all the foreign monetary help, technical exper- 
tise and trade missions haven't helped very much or at least 
enough. 


World food production "maintained its long-term annual 


increase of about 3 per cent, .due to substantial expansion in the 
developed countries, where incomes are relatively high and 
nutrition generally adequate. In the developing countries. . .the 
rise in production was between 1 and 2 per cent. . .much less than 
in recent years." Since population increases in the poor nations 
continue at well over 3 per cent overall, it is obvious that they 
are losing ground in the ability to meet the hungry mouth needs 
of their own people. 


The contrast between the rich and the poor is also considera- 


ble in exports of products they raise. In food and feed products, 
developed countries increased the value of their exports 11 per 
cent in comparison to only a 1 per cent rise for the undeveloped 
nations. In beverages and tobacco, developed countries gained 8 
per cent while the poor declined 9 per cent. Such pretty 
important products in world trade as coffee, wool, cocoa, rubber, 
oilcakes and meals went down in trade value for the poor 
countries. 


The reasons are many but it is obvious that all the good 


intentions of Western Europe, the United States and Japan to 
spread out the benefits of trade advantages and know-how have 
not worked. While the FAO authorities estimate that up to 80 
per cent of the agricultural increase in developed countries 
comes from technical progress, there has been a failure to export 
that knowledge or rather the application of that knowledge. In 
spite of the rice revolution in much of Asia due to new strains 
developed by Americans in particular, the gaps exist. It may take 
several more generations for the policy to be wisely adopted. "A 
direct transfer of their experience and knowledge to developing 
countries has not generally proved to be a success." 


As for foreign aid "the year 1971 was particularly critical for 


foreign assistance programs and raised doubts over future levels 
of aid. chiefly as a result of developments in the main donor 
country, the United States, where "international .financial 
problems and world political developments stimulated domestic 
opposition to aid legislation." 


In other words, the admittance of China to the United Nations

borders was concerned. 


But the FAO reports also saw another major reason for the 


"The difficulties encountered in trying to expand the 
agricultural exports of developing countries are to be found 
rooted in the market adjustment difficulties experienced at the 
national level in developed countries which in turn are as- 
sociated with the maladjustments in the farm sector." Those 
maladjustments include local efforts to bolster the inefficient 
small farm 


In the long run the opinions of expert in the field may be 


right. Yet those who operate family farms are people too. The 
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to the rich at the taxpayers" expense rr,a\ not be the best way of 
helping poor countries to survive. Most assuredly when 
American politicians play fast and loose with what may be the 
difference between life and death of others peoples the advan- 
.ages are temporary. Whether we like to or not a basic reason for 
war. revolution and other disruptions is hunger and more misery 
which can be easily exploited by demagogues When a nation is 
as large and as rich as the United States it should not dare to 
treat casually policies that are bound to affect so much of the 
rest of the world. 


As the FAO reports indicate it is extremely difficult and so far 


unsuccessful to figure out and adopt policies that will encourage 
production in the poor countries. Obviously the answers have 
not been found. But when the seeking runs into narrow 
parochial views and ambitions, the task may prove to be 
insurmountable. The purly selfish should take note that the 
effects of world revolution or an upheaval in a tiny principality 
somewhere do reach the rest of us and sometimes in rather 
appalling ways.

Obey's victory was most impressive 


MADISON — The triumph of young Rep. 


David Obey of the new Wisconsin 7th District 
embracing about a third of the geography of 
the state was one of the most suggestive in an 
election that showed again the volatility of the 
Wisconsin electorate. 


His vote margin approaching two to one in a 


radically altered constituency marks him as 
one of the most promising figures in a strong 
state party that has been steadily strengthened 
by other ambitious and energetic young men. 
In an extraordinary' way it also 
shows 


something of the problems of the Republicans 
after decades of Wisconsin electoral prosperity. 


His victim, and the word is used advisedly. 
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most resourceful of the politicians the GOP has 
produced since the fall of the Progressive party 
To borrow his own somewhat immodest \\ ord, 
Alvm O'Konski had become a legend in the 
politics of upper Wisconsin after 30 years in the 
Congress and repeatedly easy re-elections 
without special relation to partisan alignments 
in the state as a whole. 


The O'Konski defeat was crushing. But those 


who examine his contest with Obey objectively 
are likely to conclude that the vast lead of the 
victor was created in substantial part by 
O'Konskfs carelessness as well as Obey's 
energy and skill. 


The old lion scorned the young cub and paid

O'Konski managed his candidacy badly, al- 


most as if to invite a contrast between the 
aggressive youth of 34 and the tiring elder.

nomination and attracted a respectable vote, it 
was evident that O'Konski was in serious 
trouble. 


The Obey margin attests to the vigor, the 


skill, the cool and collected methods of the 
young man from Wausau who during a short 
decade has won four decisive elections to the 


legislature, a quick rise to leadership in an 
Assembly caucus containing other bright and 
ambitious young men, and three elections to 
the House of Representatives, two of them in 
the district dominated for so long by the 
redoubtable Melvin Laird. 


Won in O'Konski land 


Obey carried most of the counties that were 


new to the 7th District, triumphed again in the 
counties that had strongly supported him 
earlier, and defeated O'Konski in most of the 
area that had regarded O'Konski as indestruc- 
tible after three decades in Washington, the 
longest tenure established by any Wisconsin 
man in many decades. 


At 24, Ubey startled iviaratnon county 


Republicans by winning an Assembly district 
they regarded as their own — with the security 
of the record. This year he campaigned through 
the tiring reaches of the enormously large new 
congressional district with the knowledge that 
the McGovern campaign was collapsing. He 
never-the-less pointedly backed him while 
senior hands in the party were as silent as they 
could manage. 


No student of politics, with awareness of the 


uncertainties of political life, can study the 
Obey record without concluding that his career 
is now as promising as that of any man on the 
Wisconsin stage.

In the new play, "Twigs," the female 


lead is preparing a Thanksgiving dinner 
fora load of visiting relatives, and sighs,

This line gets a hearty laugh from the 


audience, because Thanksgiving IS a 
lot of work for the housewife — but I 
also happen to think that it is the 
"purest" holiday of the year. 


What I mean by that odd adjective is 


that all other holidays are perverted by 
personal greed or national pride or 
ethnic vanity or commercial con-

goods. 


Thanksgiving alone has retained its 


original character. Except for a few 
turkey growers and cranberry dis- 
pensers, nobody is desperately trying to 
capitalize on this holiday; even the 
politicians have not been able success- 
fully to exploit its theme, as they have 
everything else from Arbor Day to the 
4th of July. 


Thanksgiving still belongs to the 


people, to the family, to the basic com- 
munity Other holidays trumpet our 
victories and achie\ements. or flatter 
our conceits — even Mother's Day 
becomes a competition in exhibitionis- 
tic sentimentality, which is the opposite 
of its true meaning. 


It is a pity no other 
country 


celebrates it, for it is the one universal 
holiday, larger in concept than any one 
country, larger in loyalty than any one 
religion; for it praises the process of 
creation and the munificence of nature 
in giving so freely what we take for 
granted all the rest of the year. 


We tend to forget that everything 


has been placed here for us, that all we 
do is a "fabrication" from already 
existing material — man "creates" 
nothing, strictly speaking, but merely 
works with the pre-existing stuff that 
has been provided him.

Nineteen Seventy-Six is America's 


bicentennial, and one can hope that the 
year's Presidential contest might be a 
duel between liberal and conservative 
titans raising the central issues of 
America's future in the most bold and 
philosophic terms. 


Well, the ink is barely dry on the 1972 


election returns, and a number of poli- 
ticians are already heading to the bull- 
pen to warm up for '76.

Tennessee deserves its nick- 
name as "The Volunteer State" because 
its two Republican Senators, Howard 
Baker and Bill Brock, are eagerly 
volunteering themselves for 1976. 
Texas' John B. Connally must also be 
included on any Republican entry 
sheet. On the liberal GOP side, Illinois 
Senator Charles Percy, fresh from a 
landslide re-election victory, makes no 
secret of his ambitions. 


Other names could be dredged up, 


but the odds are rather good that one of 
these men will receive the nomination.

Spacemen fish for water 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My mother 


suffers with a condition classified as 
cervical 
radiculitis and she gets 


agonizing headaches. The right side of 
her head is constantly in pain and she 
can't use her right arm to lift anything 
without the side of her head being 
affected. 


This started four years ago and she 


has been to many doctors without 
relief. No pills help her. 


Please give me any information on 


the condition and any treatments that 
are possible. Her condition was ruled as 
hopeless, but she can't go on like this. — 
R. H. 


Radiculitis is inflammation or irrita- 


tion of the root of a nerve at the point at 
which it emerges from the spine. The 
"cervical" places it in the neck portion 
of the spine. 


Whib this is not, as a rule, an easy 


condition to treat, I would question 
whether it is hopeless — unless there 
are other circumstances which you 
have not told me about. 


1 also question why your mother 


went to many doctors, although I know 
that such events occur. I recall a pa- 
tient, younger perhaps than your 
mother, who went to 20 doctors from 
coast to coast, and none advised an X 
ray of the neck. Why? I don't exactly 
know. Perhaps some did, but perhaps 
she didn't listen. Or perhaps she was 
too insistent on an immediate diag- 
nosis, or thought that if she visited 
enough doctors, one of them would 
prescribe a pill that would cure her. 


Anyway, in such cases, the X ray is 


valuable beyond price to indicate 
where some pressure is irritating the 
nerve. It may be from arthritic changes, 
or from an old injury (such as from a 
"whiplash") or at times habitual poor 
posture may be at fault. 


In the case of the patient I just men- 


tioned, there was a fusion of two ver- 
tebrae in the neck. They were separated 
by surgery, and her pain vanished. Hers 
was, I grant you, a rather unusual case, 
but it happened. 


In many cases, improvement of pos- 


ture is essential — yet the patient is 
puzzled as to why better posture can do 
'anything to relieve pain in the head. 


Sometimes neck traction, by means 


"of a head halter, pulley and weight, can 
give considerable relief. Again, some 
'degree of muscle spasm often — indeed, 
usually — exists, and medication to 
ease the tension, along with application 
of hot wet compresses, can help. 


Depending on the exact nature of the 


situation, treatment can vary, and a 
good many cases may require con- 
tinuation of treatment before relief 
results. But again I say that I would be 
unwilling to say that the situation is 
hopeless until something more than 


• pain medication has been tried.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) —Water 


on the moon? The Apollo 17 astronauts 
will carry two space age "divining rods" 
to sound for water below the surface 
during their moon mission which starts 
Dec. 6. 
Until last year, most lunar scientists 


agreed the moon was probably wa- 
terless, a million times dryer, as one put 
it, than the Gobi Desert. Then two Rice 
University scientists reported that an 
instrument left on the surface by the 
Apollo 12 astronauts had detected 
evidence of water vapor, perhaps vent- 
ing through cracks. 


Most researchers are skeptical, 


believing the water detected more than 
likely came from the lunar landing craft 
or that it was waste water or urine 
dumped from the orbiting Apollo 12 
Loiiiiiiiuiu ship. 


The Apollo 17 astronauts, including 


Dr. Harrison H. Schmitt, a geologist, feel 
their chances of finding water are slim, 
but don't rule out the possibility. 


Commander Eugene A. Cernan said, 


"I think that when you have something 
as exotic as the moon, something we 
have much to learn about ... there's 
always the possibility of finding 
anything, anywhere. 


"With our experiments, we're going 


to get a good idea whether there is water 
on the moon," he said. The probability 
is pretty low, but we can't discount the 
possibility. 


Cernan and Schmitt will operate a 


new experiment to measure electrical 
and mechanical properties of the sub- 
surface down to a depth of more than a 
half a mile, including matter that might 
be in the form of ice or permafrost. 


"If there is water beneath the surface, 


we should be able to detect it with this 
equipment," Schmitt explained. "So far 
there's no indication of a subsurface 
known to be waterbearing. But the dark 
mantle deposits at our Taurus-Littrow 
landing site, which may be young and 
volcanic in origin, could be one of the 
best places on the moon to find water. 


"Still I feel the possibility that watei 


exists there is slim," he added. 


Astronaut Ronald E. Evans, who will 


orbit the moon while Cernan and 
Schmitt explore the surface, also will 
operate a water detection device called 
a lunar sounder. It is to transmit three 
electronic beams to examine the moon 
to a depth of almost three-quarters of a 
mile. Besides searching for water, the 
beams will map metallic deposits, det- 
ermine geological composition and 
locate subterranean caverns or hollows. 


Evans said there's only a slight 


chance that lunar water exists, "but, 
gee, I could be the one who discovers 


water on the moon."

from Sierra Leone, is the new chief

Nicol has given high priority to the 


study of the future The aim is to save 
mankind from catastrophes possibly 
onh decades away 


Under UNITAR aegis, scientists, 


economists and lawyers are making 
four preparatory studies for presen- 
tation to an international gathering 
in London in December that will map 
future strategy Th,e four areas under 
consideration are 


—Problems of growth and its 


limitation 


—The impact of new communica 


tions and information technology 


—The problem of alienation or 


identiu crisis 


—The implication of biomedical 


advances 


We are preparing background 


papers on these problems as they exist 
now and as thej will develop in the 
future,' Nicol told an interviewer "If 
they, are going to develop in a 
negative direction which will destroy 
us then we should give warning to 
the politicians and statesmen of the 
u orld " 


Taking up the problem of growth, 


for example, Nicol said, "We hav e to 
match the food requirements of the 
world with its population We have 
to watch also the mineral resources 
because we depend so much on 
minerals Some of these things are 
running out 


Nicol envisages a commission on 


the future consisting of 36 members, 
that will serve as a lookout towei to 
give "early warning of developments 
that are onl> barely perceptible but 
that may lead to crisis " 


Leading figures in the preparatory 


work include Prof Richard Gardner 
of Columbia University, a former 


deputy assistant secretary of state, Sir 
Kenneth Younger, former director of 
the Royal Institute of International 
Affairs.
